Election/Restrictions 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species I - Figures 1 , 2 and 13, drawn to a beam and floor construction with a 
reinforcing that runs the length of the beam in an oscillating pattern 
Species II - Figures 4 and 6-7, drawn to a wall structure 
Species III - Figure 5, drawn to a floor construction having a ventilated 

honeycomb structure 
Species IV- Figures 3 and 8, drawn to a beam and floor construction with a 
triangular reinforcing at the end of the beam.

The species are independent or distinct because species for the above noted 
differences. The reinforcing of species I is separate and has different requirements and 
structure than the reinforcing for species IV. The floor construction of species III has a 
separate structure and use in a building than the floor constructions of species I and IV. 
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The wall structure of species II has a separate structure from the other species in that is 
does not require any lattice reinforcing.
